the following statement:

“It is gratifying to United
States Steel Cotp,; to learn that
Federal Judge Rodney of the
United States District Court at
Wilmington, Del, today dis-
missed the complaint filed sev-
eral months ago by the Depart.
ment of Justice against Unitad
States Steel Corp., its west coast
subsidiary, Columbia Steel Co,,
and Consolidated Steel Corp, of
Los Angeles, Calif. This com-
plaint alleged that the propased
acquisition by Columbia Steel of
the steel fabricating assets and
business of Consolidated Steel
would. be in vielation of the an-
ti-trust. laws,

“The decision rendered by the

United States District Court
holds:
“1. That acquisition by Colum-
bia Steel of the steel fabricating
business of Consolidated Steal
will' not unreasonably restrain
trade in rolled steel ‘products or
in fabricated steel products.

“2. This acquisition will not
tend to create a monopoly. -,
“3. Thereé is no evidence in
the case of a monopoly.

“4. The. defendants are entitled
to .a judgment dismissing the
complaint on the merits.

“These 'steel fabricating pro-
perties. of Consolidated Steel
Corporation are principally lo-
cated at Los Angeles and San
Francisco, Calif., in areas where
